"Christian Science or any such fad

ia dangerous. It Is uot good to think 
of 
one's 
self. 
Self-centring 
the 
thoughts It particularly dangerous for 
morbid or hysterical persons, ft leads 
to insanity. Indeed, the last thine in 
the world of which an hyeterie should 
think la herself or himself: Itorget 
yourself and be well' is good AdvlcA. 


"Patients of all classes come Into a 


physician's offlce. 
He has to learn 


their habits of mind before be can 
judge fairly on their cases. The mind 
Is moat helpful when it goes off about 
it* busineas and lets the physician do 
the healing. 


"Suggestion has slight power over 


the normal man It is impossible, for 
instance, to hypnotize him, bnt as he 
leaves the normal state and grows tired 
and nervous he is more and more sus- 
ceptible until he may be hypnotized. 


"If he IA hypnotized often he may 


become an hysteric, for hypnotism 
makes for hysteria. You will thus find 
that nearly all Christian Scientists can 
be hypnotized easily.

In this co-operative plan mem- 
bers rent wheels as they want them 
and can afford it, ytt all the time are 
laying up credit against an ultimate 
purchase 
Sometimes two girls, or 


even three, combine to hire a wheel 
and take turns in using it, and the as- 
sociation makes no objection. To fur- 
ther protect the association against loss 
and encourage members, higher prices 
are charged the first year and succes- 
sively lower rates the following year.
